LANDAFF SCHOOL BOARD REPORT 


Claire Cochrane continues with us as head teacher. She is assisted by Patricia Davis, 
Joanne Meachen serving as librarian, as well as a number of “specials.” French continues 
as part of the curriculum this year. 


Blue School received a sizeable technology grant this year that allowed us to upgrade our 
computers, add new laptops and purchase an interactive white board; a Smart Board. The 
staff is receiving professional development in regards to integrating technology into the 
regular curriculum as part of the grant. 


The Blue School also received a ‘Fresh Fruit and Vegetable’ grant this year. The children 
are provided with fresh fruit and vegetables twice a week for snack. Denise Cartwright 
has volunteered to provide this service. 


We have worked hard to ensure that spending increases are kept to a minimum. Most 
budget areas have seen slight decreases or have been budgeted flat to the prior year. 


The budget is proposed at an increase of approximately $25,000. This is largely due to 
increased tuition headcount at the grades outside of the Blue School. As always, the 
wildcard is the number of students that move in/out of town and special education 
requirements that are mandated by law. We do our best to estimate the number of 
students attending the various grade levels and then budget for one extra for the year. 
This past year, we had fewer tuition students’ start at the beginning of the year than we 
had planned for and some additional special education requirements were mandated for 
some students. The surplus realized from fewer than budgeted tuition students will aid 
the beginning balance for next school year. Expenses continue to be scrutinized at both 
the SAU level and the Blue School level. 


The board has been continuing to track the progress of our students as they go on to 
Lisbon. We meet with the Lisbon Board twice a year. 


SAU 35 continues to improve in their services and managing their expenses 


The School Board has had some turnover this past year due to personal reasons. 
Thankfully, we have a few members of our community who are ready to serve. We want 
to thank Kelly Jesseman and Beth Clark for their service on the board. 


The Landaff School Board believes that the children at the Blue School are getting an 
excellent education. The Blue School staff, SAU 35 office, parents and community 
members all share important roles in the continued success of Landaff students.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


It is my great pleasure to write this annual report after completing my first year as the 
Superintendent for the School Districts in White Mountains School Administrative Unit 
#35. First I would like to thank all the school board members in our five school districts 
for all the help and support they have given me this past year. I am very fortunate to 
work with such a dedicated group of people who do an outstanding job of overseeing 
your schools. 


I also want to thank my fellow administrators, teachers, specialists, and support staffs that 
are doing an outstanding job in our schools. We are very fortunate to have such 
dedicated professionals who are focused on personalized student learning. In the Report 
of the Principal they will share with you some of the wonderful things they are doing 
with students in the school. 


Just to review some of our accomplishments this past year at the SAU level. I would ask 
you to look at our new SAU 35 Web site which has a new look and has been updated. 
You can go this site and get information about our SAU and it also provides links to all of 
our schools so you can see what is happening in each school. This has been very helpful 
in recruiting new staff to our schools. For example we had a World Language Teacher 
opening and we received over 35 applications and it was very difficult to choose the 
finalist for this position. I understand some of this can be attributed to the competitive 
job market right now but the Web site provided good information for people to apply and 
want to come to the North Country to teach. You can find the SAU Web site at

Last year we began our focus on curriculum but slowed this process down until the NH 
Department of Education and the State School Board made a decision on accepting the 
new National Common Core Standards in Mathematics and Language Arts. The State 
has adopted them in theory and are now looking at how to implement the new standards 
if fully adopted. These new standards are moving us towards a National Student 
Assessment for Math and Language Arts. Once the DOE has determined how we will 
implement this new curriculum we can begin our curriculum work as an SAU. The 
National Governors Association and State Educator Chiefs are currently developing a 
National Core Curriculum for Science. To find out more about the National Core

We did conduct very successful grade level meetings and subject alike meetings last year 
and these meetings continued this year. Teachers at different grade levels or subject 
areas all came together for a day to share Best Practices when it comes to instruction and 
improving student achievement in their classrooms. They also shared different resources 
they are using in their classrooms and schools along with how they are integrating 
technology into their classrooms. This work has been accomplished through grant 
funding. We will continue to meet with these different groups once in the fall and once 
in the spring. 
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In these tight economic times the SAU office looked at ways we could stabilize the SAU 
budget. We did a study on office space. It was determined that we could down size so 
we did and this created a saving of approximately $20,000. We have moved down stairs 
to the ground floor in the Mt. Eustis building. We established an SAU finance committee 
to review and build the annual SAU budget with Sandy Stone our Business Manager and 
myself. In trying to gain control over our health insurance costs we have established a 
very good deductable base plan for health insurance for any new employee coming to 
work in the SAU office. The current SAU Staff has voluntarily agreed to accept a lesser 
health insurance plan with those who wish to keep the existing coverage doing so at their 
own expense. This will provide long term savings for the SAU. We continue to look at 
ways we can provide services to all of our schools in the SAU at a very reasonable price. 


These are just a few of the things we have accomplished this past year at the SAU level. 
In closing I want to thank all the staff members that work in our SAU office for all their 
help and support this past year. These people do an incredible job behind the scenes to 
keep your school districts running smoothly. I also want to thank all the parents, 
community members, business and organizations that support all of our schools. I 
appreciate all that you do for our students. If you ever have any questions, concerns, or if 
I can help you in any way please contact me. Again, thank you all for the help and 
support you give to our schools and the SAU.
